ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Rumney  School  Board : 

My  eighth  annual  report  now  submitted  to  you  and 
to  the  people  of  Rumney  contains  a  discussion  of  topics 
and  recommendations  that  are  intended  to  give  desired 
information  about  the  operation  of  our  schools.  If  any 
person  requests  more  detailed  information  than  is  here 
found,  it  will  be  promptly  given.  Only  those  statistics 
that  should  be  a  matter  of  permanent  record  are  here 
included. 

The  list  of  teachers  contains  two  new  names  this 
year,  but  neither  person  is  without  previous  successful 
experience.  Miss  Ashley  has  for  many  years  taught  in 
Dorchester.  Mrs.  Potter  formerly  taught  in  high  school 
and  junior  high  before  taking  the  conversion 
course  at  Plymouth  Teachers  College  to  become  a  certi- 
fied elementary  teacher.  Since  both  teaching  positions 
at  the  Depot  School  have  been  filled  by  new  comers,  a 
period  of  adjustment  was  necessary  to  establish  a  new 
routine  and  new  procedures.  That  adjustment  has  been 
successfully  made.  Rumney  people  may  confidently  ex- 
pect profitable  school  experiences  for  their  children  un- 
der a  corps  of  teachers  who  are  among  the  finest. 

Workshops  for  teachers  for  the  purpose  of  in-ser- 
vice professional  improvement  are  comparatively  new 
in  this  supervisory  union.  Only  one  workshop  had  been 
held  before  the  Guidance  Workshop  last  October.  Per- 
mission was  given  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
and  the  work  planned  in  conference  with  their  agents 
to  enable  us  to  count  the  five  days  as  a  part  of  the  re- 
quired 180-day  school  year.  Everyone  of  our  teachers 
was  enthusiastic  about  her  experience  and  two  have 
since  told  me  they  considered  it  the  most  valuable  and 
helpful  training  they  ever  had.  Already,  there  is  am- 
ple evidence  that  new  ideas  and  practices  are  setting 
up  better  conditions  in  our  schools  that  should  make 
them  more  effective  in  meeting  the  needs  of  children. 


A  growing  tendency  among  parents  to  visit  school 
and  to  discuss  problems  with  teachers  is  most  welcome. 
The  better  we  know  each  other  and  the  more  we  co- 
operate, the  greater  will  be  our  mutual  respect  and  un- 
derstanding. If  the  schools  can  give  better  service  or 
help  people  more,  we  are  anxious  to  do  just  that.  The 
schools  need  your  help  and  most  earnestly  ask  for  it. 

School  transportation  in  three  busses  is  more  sat- 
isfactory in  several  ways  than  having  it  all  done  with 
two.  Among  the  advantages  are  better  timed  schedules 
and  shorter  distances  to  be  traveled  by  many  children. 
School  transportation  leads  to  warmer  discussion  and 
supplies  more  problems  than  any  other  one  phase  of 
school  operation  whether  it  be  in  this  town  or  in  any 
other.  It  is  a  pleasure,  however,  to  report  that  differ- 
ences of  opinion  seem  to  have  been  happily  settled  this 
year. 

Constant  attention  must  be  given  to  building  main- 
tenance and  repairs  to  keep  our  school  houses  comfort- 
able and  serviceable.  Because  of  age  and  condition  of 
buildings  such  repairs  are  costly  and  can,  at  best,  pro- 
duce only  temporary  improvements.  It  may  well  be  that 
the  people  of  Rumney  will  eventually  wish  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  a  central  school.  Present  building 
costs  and  conditions  of  scarcity  of  building  materials 
make  changes  impossible  now,  even  if  it  were  the  wish 
of  the  district  to  make  a  change.  But  it  is  quite  proper 
to  be  thinking  of  future  plans  and  to  make  an  impartial 
appraisal  of  what  will  be  best  for  the  youngsters  who 
are  our  only  reason  for  supporting  schools. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  to  me  that  parents 
might  like  to  contribute  some  time  and  labor  towat'd 
making  needed  improvements  at  the  Depot  School  if 
the  district  will  furnish  necessary  materials.  This  de- 
sire to  cooperate  with  the  school  in  an  effort  to  set  up 
better  conditions  is  very  much  appreciated  and  should 
be  matched  by  district  action.  The  more  people  who 
have  a  direct  interest  in  our  schools,  the  more  success- 
ful will  be  our  work  together.  Community  of  interest 
and  effort  can  produce  no  less  than  greater  under- 
standing and  trust. 


The  1951-52  budget  has  been  prepared  with  car-}- 
fiil  thought  and  in  recognition  of  school  needs.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  have  estimates  as  conserva- 
tive as  possible,  since  it  is  the  desire  of  us  all  to  avoid 
extravagance  in  meeting  inescapable  demands  of  ac- 
ceptable school  operation.  I  often  wonder  how  many 
people  realize  the  problem  that  confronts  school  board 
members  in  January  when  they  try  to  guess  or  esti- 
mate school  requirements  for  a  period  that  will  end 
nearly  eighteen  months  later.  The  difficulty  is  no  less 
real  than  any  person  would  experience  in  attempting 
to  look  into  his  own  future. 

Rumney  teachers  are  continuing  the  high  stand- 
ard of  professional  work  that  has  long  contributed  to 
the  excellence  of  our  schools.  Rumney  parents  have 
been  understanding  and  cooperative.  Rumney  school 
board  members  have  always  been  sincere  and  faithful 
in  rendering  public  service  of  a  high,  order.  These 
things  make  working  in  your  schools  a  real  pleasure; 
and  for  them  all  I  now  express  grateful  appreciation.
